This  second  International  Exhibition  of  Child¬ 
ren’s  Art  sponsored  by  the  Daily  Worker  will  open 
in  London,  and  will  then  tour  Britain.  The  first, 
held  in  1958,  was  seen  by  75,000  people  in  Great 
Britain  and  subsequently  visited  the  German 
Democratic  Republic,  Czechoslovakia,  Poland, 
Rumania,  and  China. 


The  success  of  the  1958  International  Exhibition 
of  Children’s  Art  encourages  us  to  organise  this 
second  International  Exhibition.  Thirty-one  coun¬ 
tries  responded  to  our  invitation  to  submit  v/ork 
in  1958.  We  are  confident  that  we  can  widen  this 
representation  in  the  1961  exhibition. 

We  believe  that  such  exhibitions  of  children’s 
paintings  from  all  over  the  world  show  convincingly 
that  the  human  race  is  one.  The  pictorial  language 
is  an  international  one.  The  conceptual  nature  of 
young  children’s  drawings  is  the  same  in  all  coun¬ 
tries.  Yet,  because  children  are  intensely  interested 
in  reality,  their  paintings  also  reflect  clearly,  with 
force  and  charm,  the  background  of  the  national 
life,  the  customs,  the  popular  festivities  and  the 
constructive  work  of  their  particular  countries. 
It  is  this  that  makes  such  exhibitions  so  exciting. 
They  have  much  to  contribute  towards  peace  and 
international  understanding. 
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1.  The  following  are  eligible  for  exhibition 
irrespective  of  subject: 

(fl)  Paintings  and  drawings  in  any  medium. 

{b)  Woodcuts  or  lino  cuts. 

(c)  Paper  mosaics. 

{d)  Group  paintings  of  any  size. 

(e)  Needlework  applique. 

(/)  Pictorial  decorations. 

2.  The  following  are  not  eligible: 

(a)  Copies  of  other  pictures,  photographs  or 
cartoons. 

(b)  Posters. 

3.  Entries  must  arrive  not  later  than  1st  March, 
1961.  They  will  be  welcome  as  soon  as  they  are 
ready. 

4.  Two  addressed  gummed  labels  must  be  in¬ 
cluded  in  each  parcel.  Work  will  only  be  returned 
if  stamps  or  postal  coupons  are  enclosed. 

It  must  not  be  assumed  that  any  entry  has  been 
accepted  until  a  letter  of  acceptance  has  been 
received. 

5.  The  following  must  be  written  in  BLOCK 
capitals  directly  on  the  back  of  each  entry: 

Name  of  child. 

Date  of  birth. 

Age  when  work  was  completed. 

Address. 

Title  of  work. 

Medium. 

In  the  case  of  work  submitted  by  schools,  please 
give  name  and  address  of  school  and  teacher. 
Schools  are  asked  to  group  contents  into  age 
groups:  under  5;  5-7;  8-11;  12-14;  and  15-16. 


6.  Paintings  and  drawings  must  be  sent  in  un¬ 
framed,  without  glass,  and  should  not  be  folded. 

Prizes 

Three  for  each  age  group. 

Every  child  whose  work  is  accepted  for  the  exhi¬ 
bition  will  receive  a  certificate. 

Every  child  aged  up  to  sixteen  may  submit  up 
to  three  entries. 

The  exhibition  is  open  to  all  countries. 

All  entries  must  be  sent  to:

The  organisers  reserve  the  right  to  retain  all 
accepted  work  for  a  period  of  from  one  to  three 
years.

The 
Daily  Worker  reserves  all  reproduction  rights  on 
entries.  The  decision  of  the  organisers  will  be  final.
